The decision of the civic administration 
to train a local man for the position of 
Edmonton fire chief institutes a policy 
that should have far-reaching effects in 
civic efficiency 

It will be a calamity if no applicant 
appears to satisfy requirements for train- 
nig before the deadline on December 20 

It has been the contention of The Bd- 
monton Bulletin that the city utilities and 
services contain Many capable young per- 
sons perfectly competent to hold the high- 
est administrative positions 

But the ambitions of these employes 
have been stultified, in many cases, be- 
cause the administrative systems have not 
kept pace with the city’s growth in a man- 
ner which would afford adequate training 
for young men to take controlling jobs. 

This is one of the reasons The Bulletin 
has campaigned fof nearly two years for 
an overall civic survey which would revise 
the administrative systems to a new point 
of efficiency where they would not only 
give maximum service to the public but 
would afford maximum opportunities for 
the advancement of employes

That may sound simple. Yet 
during the comparatively few 
years duting which labor man- 
agement negotiations have been 
carried on, there has been de

A labor novice 
can do his workers more harm 
than good 


For this reason most unions 
provide their business agents 


with as much training as possible 
and, in areas where special 
courses can be arranged, these 
men also receive careful school- 
ing.

Such &@ man cah Cause 
more harm than good because, in 
spite of his academic training, he 
will make tactical mistakes which 
no experienced labor represen- 
tative would ever make,

matter whether they tome from 
a university, a labor séhool, a 
technical school or anything else,

“My husband and I live in two 
rooms,” she writes, “and we have | 
a 6month-old baby who is very 
nervous. The woman who owns 
the house is a wonderful person 
in many ways, but she annoys me 
as far as the baby is concerned 

“She works all day and as soon 
at she comes home she runs right 
upstairs to see the baby and even 
if he is on my lap anc I am feeding 
him, she snatches him up and 
tosses him around and it usually 
ends up with him vomiting, or els¢ 
the meal goes uneaten until it is 
cold 

“Then if she has eompany she 
feels she has the right to take him 
downstairs and pass him around 
even if I am waiting to feed him 

“My doctor has told me to keep 
the baby quiet and it seems futile 
to me to struggle with him all day 
and then have him upset in 
evening and Sundays, Because 
housing conditions have we a right 
to ask her to refrain from upset 
ting the baby?” 

That would seem to be rude and 
unnecessary in so many words. But 
you do not need to make the baby 
pay for your housing security 

When she comes up to see the 
baby, ask her in friendly fashion 
if she would mind waiting until he 
has had his meal and a rest period 
so he won't spit it up? Then sug 
gest that you'll bring him down to 
visit her 

When she has company go along 
with the baby, explaining that he 
{s upset by strangers and then 
hold him on your lap and let the 
visitors admire him
